Otherwise appearance of 
an individual before such a body 
immunizes him from such prosecu- 
tion. 

The policy which Sanford at- 
tempted to pursue is quite contrary 
to the usual procedure. Ordinarily 
persons whose affairs are under in- 
quiry and their attorneys as well 
prefer to remain silent until forced 
into the open, rather than to court 
expressions.

The latter ex- 
plains that the note did not mean 
anything so far as McJimsey is con- 
cerned, merely having been put in 
the note case temporarily to cover 
a stock transaction for the bank. 

McJimsey, who nas said that he 
was a director only for a limited 
period, also appears in the inven- 
tory aS nominal trustee in a trust 
agreement executed by Sanford and 
Ferguson by which Sanford put up 
1250 shares of stock in the Her- 
mann-Sanford Saddlery Co., of 
which he was president and Fergu- 
son put up 150 shares of stock in 
the State Savings Trust Co., both 
Springfield concerns, to strengthen 
a collection of notes totaling $75,- 
391 to which the Department of 
Finance had made objection. No 
liability attaches to MecJimsey in 
this connection.

“A few thousand Aollars will 
buy the structure, and several 
acres surrounding. Cherokee roses 
planted upon it would give the 
people of East St. Louis one of the 
most picturesque small parks in 
the world. The adjoining low 
place could be deepened; water 
will collect there, and aquatié 
flowering plants would give the 
effect of a sunken garden, over 
which would tower a pyramid of 
color. $s 

There could be no comparison 
between this little inexpensive park 
of a few acres, preserving that 
wonderful mound, and the wretch- 
and highly artificial park now 
within the corporate limits of

If all 
that is said about this product is true. the ailanthus| 
tree, or “Tree of Heaven.”’ as the Chinese call it, | 
may save our pulp-wood forests from the exterm!-| 
nation which threatens them. | 

The Forest Products experts report that the al-| 
lanthus pulp develops into a high grade of book’ 
paper, also fit for use in the manufacture of litho- 
| graph and writing paper. The wood of this tree is 
also suitable for fine cabinet work. The tree 
grows so rapidiy that, in New Zealand. where it is 
cultivated, it is said produce 25 
in three and a half vears.

MRS. MAXINE VAN BLARCOM, : 
Missouri tenant farmer’s daughter and attractive New York model, who is now facing a 
charge of bigamy brought by her wealthy husband, Frederick Van Blarcom, 
Even as a child Maxine was noted for her Sedalia, where she spent her childhood. And April, 1920, in declaring him of unsound 


beauty in the rural community, not far from when, about seven years ago, she made he~ mind, 
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Not unlikely it was the new incentive spur- 
ring him on after he met the girl that result- 
ed eventually in the successful outcome of 
Van Blarcom’s fight to have his status re- 
stored. Certainly his efforts were redoubled 
after he met her, and when he won it was @ 
greater winning than was generally known, in 
that it enabled him to give her his name un- 
tarnished by the stigma of impaired mental 
ity. 

Van Blarcom was the son of Jacob Van 
Blarcom, president of the National Bank of 
Commerce, who died in 1908. The elder 
Van Blarcom was supposed to be very wealthy 
but his estate dwindled, under administra- 
tion, to disappointing proportions. Mrs. Van 
Blarcom, the widow, however, had an inde- 
pendent estate valued at $300,000 and her 
will upon her death left this in trust for her 
son, with the proviso that if he should die 
without issue the property should go to Wash- 
ington University.* 

Before Mrs. Van Blarcom’s death her son 
had been placed in different private sani- 
tariums. He escaped from several and brought 
suit against one on the ground that he Was 
unlawfully held. While confined at the Alex- 
ian Brothers’ Hospital he sought release un- 
der a writ of habeas corpus but failed. To 
establish his status a sanity inquiry was in- 
stituted and it was then that he was definitely 
declared of unsound mind and was ordered 
held at the hospital, and the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co. was named as his guardian. Later 
he was placed in another institution and in 
the summer of 1921, at his own request, he 
became a patient at the City Sanitarium. He 
paid $50 a monffi there for his board and 
lodging and was under only nominal re- 
straint, being required to report only at cer- 
tain intervals. 

It was while he was there that he began 
his fight for complete discharge from his in 


sanity status. He applied to the Ppro- 
bate Court for a new inquiry into his 
mental condition. Probate Judge Holt- 
camp, after a hearing, held that Van 


Blarcom was still insane. ' Van Blarcom them 
asked for a jury hearing and a jury also de 
cided that he was of unsound mind. He then 
appealed to the Circuit Court and a jury 
there found him sane and restored to him 
control of his personal estate of $7000 and 
his income of $12,000 to $15,000 a year from 
his mother’s estate.

Among other gifts he brought her two 
rings, which he denominated an engagement 
ring and a wedding ring. It was finally ar- 
ranged that they would be married April 6. 
Early that day Van Blarcom, in his eager 
ness, drove out to Clayton to get the license, 
only to find that the presence of the girl was 
required. In the afternoon he took her ogt 
there and the license was issued, she givy- 
ing her name as Maxine Browning, and they 
were married that evening at the home of 
Justice’ Knoche at Creve Coeur Lake. 

They had a wedding dinner at the Statler

HIS decade will see the extinction of 
the largest bird that flies. Before 
1930. in the opinion of ornithologists, 
the strangest winged inhabitant of the 
New World will have gone to join the 
great auk, the dodo, the Labrador 
duck and the manatee. 
This bird is the California condor, larger than 
the famed condor of the Andes, and a direct de- 
scendant of the giant condor of prehistoric days, 
who. with his 18-foot wingspread, was co- -existent 
with the saber-toothéd tiger and the giant sloth in 
North America. Less than 50 years ago, the Cali- 
fornia condor was comparatively common all along 
the Pacific coast, from the mouth of the Columbia 
River to the southern extremity of the Mexican 
territory of Lower California. 
Today. the State Fish and Game Commission of 
California. which has just completed a survey of the 
avian and mammalian life of that section of the 
Pacific coast, finds that there are only about 50 
California condors on the western rim of the Unit- 
ed States. and that they are hidden in the almost 
inaccessible canyons of the mountains of Central 
and Southern California. 
In Lower California, there are a few more than 
this. but nowhere is the giant bird living in num- 
bers comparable with those which circled the blue 
<kies of the Californian coast prior to 1880. 
With a weight of 25 to 35 pounds, and a wing- 
spread from 9 to 12 feet, the California condor 
exceeds in weight and size any known specimens of 
the South American condor, supposed to be the 
original of the famous and fabled roc. Living en- 
tirely by seavenging, a benefactor instead of a de- 
stroyer, the California condor fell a victim first to 
the white hunters who came to California from 
1849 to 1879; then to poison which had been put in 
the carcasses of dead cattle by the stock raisers in 
an effort to eliminate wolves, coyotes, mountain 
lions and bears: and of late years to insatiable 
collectors from museums and private individuals.

tree, the female stands beside the nest-cave and the yearling youngster is at lower left, 


like looking at some living monster stepping out 
of the pages of a book. on prehistoric an?fmals and 
birds, and for a moment I was afraid of what these 
great vultures might do to me if they saw me at- 
tempting to reach their nest. The California con- 
dor is well protected by law, which provides for 
both fine and imprisonment for the killing of one 
of these birds, or the taking of their eggs or young. 
I had no intention of harming them, but I have 
always been a student of birds at close range, and 
I wanted to add the condor to my list of personal 
acquaintances among the California flyers. 

“The following morning I was up at daybreak 
and had the pleasure of seeing all three birds glid- 
ing away down the canyon, shortly after the sun 
had cleared the mists out of the gorge. It was then, 
I should say, about 7 o’clock, and, though I had 
eaten a hearty breakfast at 6, I was again hungry, 
with nothing but some coffee and flour as pros- 
pects for lunch. 

“There was, however, no time to hunt, if I wanted 
to visit that nest and» get away before the parent 
birds returned. So, rolling my camp duffle, in- 
cluding the rifle, in my blankets, and hanging the 
bundle 4o a slender limb on a pine tree, so that the 
pack rats and the mountain jays would not get into 
it, | made my way down the side of the gorge, across 
the little stream in the bottom, and then stopped 
to take stock of my surroundings. 

“The face of the pinnacie, a granite monolith, 
rose straight out of the creek bed, without a crev- 
ice for at least 60 feet. Then there was a long, 
diagonal crack, and then perfectly smooth surface 
until the ledge back of which lay the condors’ nest- 
Cave was reached. Back of the. pinnacle, on the 
Opposite side of the canyon from my camp, a nar- 
row, rock-walled gully, some 40 to 50 feet deep, led 
in a winding gash back into the mountain. 

“This seemed to be the only hope to reach the 
level of the nest, so I entered it. Aside from near- 
ly stepping on a large yellow rattlesnake, which, 
when killed, proved to be 40 inches long and to 
have 14 rattles, I made my way without difficulty, 
up this side canyon for at least a quarter of a mile, 
where I found a crevice running in toward the pin- 
nacle. Up this I clambered, tumbling back half a 
dozen times, and eventually having to take off my 
Shoes and puttees. 

“At length, at 11 o’clock, I reached a ledge, run- 
ning around the mountain wall, and found myself 
looking down on the side of the pinnacle, almost 
at a level with the small ledge on which the female 
condor alighted to enter her nast-cave. 

“A second glance showed me that at least 50 
feet of air separated me from this ledge, however, 
@nd that, though the pinnacle itself was bound to 
the mountain side by a solid causeway of stone, 
there was no visible connection between that cause- 
Way and the ledge back of which lay the nest. De- 
termined to try everything before returning to my 
home for ropes, I walked as best I could in my 
how bare feet, across to the natural dyke running 
Out to the rock pyramid. 


“Once on this, I found that what had seemed a 
sheer wall was broken, as a matter of fact, by a 
narrow lip of stone, backed by a shallow crevice, 
tunning down to and terminating in the ledge in 
front of the nest. The distance from the causeway 
by this crevice to the nest-cave was not less than 
40 feet. I tried to make it standing up, with my 
face and body pressed against the side of the pin- 
nacle, but soon found that I swayed so much as to 
be in danger of falling to the bottom of the can- 
yon, at least 100 feet. 

“At last, after three trials at this stand-up-and- 
walk method, I put my hans in the crevice, low- 
ered my body down against ‘he side of the natural 
pyramid, ane so, working hand over hand, my body 
suspended below, I made my way to the ledge in 
front of the nest. 

“Up to this time I had’ not given thought to how 
I was going to get back, but when I sat down for 
a breathing space on the condor’s perch, and looked 
at my watch, I found that it was exactly 4 o'clock. 
I had been nearly 10 hours without anything to eat 
since breakfast, though I had had water from the 
full creeks and little springs in the rocks, and I 
had traveled, in a straight line, less than 500 feet 
from my camp across the gorge. 

“Then I realized that the condor family would 
soon be returning, and if I wanted to see what was 
in the nest, I would do well to hurry. By getting 
on my knees, I was able to bend my head low 
enough to see into the condor cave, but then I 
found, as I should have known before, that I could 
not get my head, much less my body, into the open- 
ing. 

“Striking a match, and cupping tue flame from 
my eyes, however, I could see about three feet inside 
the little cave, and there, on the bare floor of the 
tiny cavern, lay an egg. somewhat larger than that of 
a goose, apparently white in color, and without any 
attempt at nest-building. By putting one bare foot 
into the cave I was able to pull the egg to the en- 
trance, and to see that it was about four inches 
long, but two and one-half inches in its greatest 
diameter, and that it was greenish-white in color, 
with no markings of any kind. 

“Evidently it was quite fresh, and when I thought 
that museums of this and other countries are quite 
willing to pay any sum up to $1900 for one of these 
eggs, there was some temptation not to return it 
to the nest. But at length I did so, first writing my 
name and the date on the shell, with a bit of lead- 


" pencil, thinking that this might deter any other per- 


son who happened to find the nest-cave from rob- 
bing it of its treasure. 

“As I turned away from the cave, Mr. and Mrs. 
Condor and their young son, or daughter, arrived. 
Apparently they had not seen me, for they came 
round the. bend in the canyon with long, sweeping 
strokes of their wings, flying just above the rim 
of the gorge, and raised themselves, as they had 
done before, to their perches on the top of the rock 
pinnacle. I heard the beats of their great wings, and 
almost felt the wind of their passage in my face.

“Instantly I dropped full length down the side of 
the rock wall, clutching the crevice by which I had 
come in my fingers, and starting to work my way 
back to the causeway. -I had made about 10 feet 
of the distance, when I heard a gound like that of 
some great waterfall, and the female condor alight- 
ed on the rock ledge I had just left. 


“I felt that something was going to happen, with 
me on the receiving end, and likewise in no position 
to put up a fight, with both hands holding my body 
over a hundred-foot drop. But the condor paid not 
the slightest attention to me. She turned toward 
the nest entrance, paused an instant, and, as if 
lifted by tremendous steel springs, leaped into the 
air, beat her great wings, and literally lifted her- 
self into the sky. 

“Almost immediately, her mate and the younger 
bird joined her, and, swinging in great circles, they 
rose until they were mere specks in the clear blue 
of the afternoon heavens. You may well believe 
me when I say that I made wy hands do their duty 
in getting me over that 40 feet of cliff to the cause- 
way, and back on the little plateau on the mountain 
side. 

“There I lay down, exhausted. Young and strong 
as I am, toughened by life in the mountains, I could 
not at that moment have fought off a turtle dove, 
let alone a 30-pound condor, had eithe: bird at- 
tacked me. 

“In a few minutes I heard the same sound of 
falling water I had heard before, and looked around 
just in time to see one of the condors, falling in 
a tremendous, beautiful dive past the side of the 
pinnacle. The mate of this huge bird followed in a 
similar splendid dive from probably a mile in the 
air, swerving just as he passed the nest-cave and 
rising immediately and directly into the air again 
Apparently the younger bird staved aloft, for only 
the two larger birds did the diving. 

“This swooping and rising was repeated several 
times, and at last one of the birds, probably the fe 
male, alighted on the ledge, looked about for a miv- 
ment or two, and then walked into the cave as if 
nothing had happened. 

“I went back down the crevice in the side can- 
yon, out it into the main gorge and across to mj 
camp, where I made a dinner out of coffee and flap 
jacks with sugar. As darkness fell, the male bird 
and the youngster returned to their perches on top 
of the pinnacle and peace once more rested on the 
condor colony. The following morning I made my 
way homeward, not a little proud of having been 
one of the few men who have seen the California 
condor at home, and inspected that condor home, 
even at the risk of breaking their necks. 


“The three condors are still in the canyon, and ] 
have made one trip since to look at them from a dis- 
tance. Apparently the cave is still home’to them, 
and I am adding my own watchfulness to whatever 
protection the California law gives them, to see that 
they are never again disturbed in their rocky re- 
treat.”’

T USED to be 
claimed by the 
artists that 
their vocation 
was a thing 
quite apart 
from science. 

It was, they said. a 
matter of imagination 
to paint a landscape, 
it took inspiration to 
create out of the life- 
less marble a statue 
that would make 
men look at it a sec- 
ond time. Science 
was different. The 
scientists were dull 
fellows who- spent 
their time grubbing 
after still duller 
facts. What had they 
to do with the free 
fancies of art? 

Well. thev~ have 
had this to do: that 
science is now the 
last resort of the ex- 
perts, the final seat 
of judgment on 
works of pictorial 
art. If you want to 
be sure of the genu- 
ineness of a painting 
or of a piece of 
sculpture that you 
are fortumate enough 
to possess you must 
not ask the art critic 
—-no, not atall. You 
must ask the scientist. Modern scientific methods 
for the examining of paintings are replacing rapidly 
the older ‘“‘opinions,”’ really no more than shrewd 
guesses, of the trained ‘“‘experts.’’ 

Part of this contribution of science to the prob- 
lems of the artists has come from the microscope, 
but more has come from the use of special new kinds 
of light. As long as 15 vears ago I was able to de- 
termine, by microscopic study of canvas on which a 
painting had been painted, that it could not have 
been done, as was claimed, at about the time of the 
French Revolution, but must have been very much 
Jater in date. 

At about the same time a s¢ientist. then a col- 
league of mine, scraped off two av specks of paint 
from two paintings and showed that these paintings 
probably were not by the same artist. Both specks 
of paint were red and were of about the same color 
tone on the painting. My friend analyzed the pig- 
ments used and showed that they were totally dif- 
ferent. 

This was not complete proof, for it was conceiv- 
able that the same artist might have secured the 
same color tone in different wavs in the two dif- 
ferent paintings. Nevertheless, there was an infer- 
ence that the paints were different and the sequel 
showed, I understand, that this was true. one of the 
two paintings being genuine while the other one was 
a forgery. 

These earlier méthods of examining paintings 
were chemical or microscopic. It is only much more 
recently that the methods of using different kinds 
of light have come into use. The man who has de- 
veloped the best of these new methods is Dr. Bayle, 
head of the Service of Identification of the Judicial 
Department of the French Government.

From Dr. Bayle’s laboratory in Paris have come 
some of the most remarkable achievements in this 
direction that have been accomplished anywhere. 

For example, two recent cases of Dr. Bavle have 
just been described by M. Jacques Boyer of Paris 
in the famous Parisian journal, La Nature. In one 
of these cases Dr. Bayle was able to show that the 
signature “Goya” on a painting was a forgery, as 
was the date on the same painting. In the other 
case Dr. Bayle was asked to compare a disputed 
painting of the artist Renoir with an undoubtedly 
authentic example of the work of this same artist. 


By photographing the two when exposed to differ- 
ent varieties of light, he was able to prove that the 
nature of the brush work in the two cases was en- 
tirely different, thus establisiiing a strong proba- 
bility that they had been paint :d by different hands. 

The possibility ef doing this depends upon the fact 
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that the effects of dif- 
ferent colored lights 
on the human eye are 
quite complicated ones, 
and are quite differ- 
ent, also, from the ef- 
fects of the same kinds 
of light on the photo- 
graphic plate of a 
camera. 

Suppose, for example, that an artist desires to 
paint on his canvas a certain tone of green. He can 
employ, if he desires, a green pigment, like Paris 
green or like the kinds of green glass which are 
sometimes ground up into powder and used in 
paint. 

But this is not the only way he can make a green 
tint. He can mix a blue pigment and a yellow pig- 
ment. The result is green, and by properly adjust- 
ing the proportions of yellow and of blue, as well 
as by lightening the resulting color with white or 
darkening it with black, the artist can obtain a 
mixed-pigment color which is indistinguishable, by 
the eves alone, from the green color that is made 
from a pigment which itself is green. 

The eve, that is, is not a good analyzer of colors. 
The pure green and the mixed green can be made 
to look alike, even to the skilled eye of an artist or 
an art critic. 

Here is where science comes in. These two colors 
are made to look alike. of course, in ordinary light. 
To this ordinary light they are indistinguishable. 
But suppose we expose them to a special kind of 
light. Suppose, for example, that we expose them 
to bright blue light. Then the result is quite dif- 
ferent. 

The two colors, quite alike in white light, seem 
very different in the blue light. In red light they 
would seem still otherwise, but both would remain 
unlike. Only in the pure white light for which they 
had been originally matched would the similarity of 
the colors remain. 

You see how materially this helps the scientist 
who is investigating the authenticity of a painting. 
There is a reasonable assumption that an artist. 
having grown accustomed to producing a certain 
color on his canvas in a certain way, will continue 
to produce it in that way. If you find, therefore. 
that two paintings before you have their green colors 
made by totally different mixtures of pigments you 
may at least suspect that these colors were mixed by 
different artists. 

But the most spectacular, as well as the most cer- 
tain, of the new scientific methods for examining 
paintings depends upon the use of a special kind 
of light that it not visible to our eyes at all. It was 
by means of this invisible light that Dr. Bayle de- 
tected the fraudulent signature on the painting at- 
tributed to the famous artist Goya. 

This kind of light is known as the ultra-violet 
ray. This ray will not pass through glass, and so. in 
order to use it, we have to employ special electric- 
arc lamps inclosed in tubes made of melted rock 
crystal. Similarly, the cameras used to take pho-

OU can tell how long anyone has been in 
Luxor by the spot where he takes tea on 
the terrace of the Winter Palace Hotel. 
A new arrival invariably hugs the edge 
to get an unobstructed view of the Nile. 
The visitor who has been there several 
days is content to sit further back, while 
the winter resident prefers to take his tea in the 
garden on the other side of the hotel, or if he hap- 
pens to be an American, to replace tannic acid with 
cocktails at the bar. 

The tea hour is “the” hour in Luxor. It is then 
fhat the hotels—of which the Winter Palace is the 
most important—are at their liveliest. All the 
tourists are back from their excursions to the Val- 
ley of the Tombe of the Kings, Medinet Abu, Kar- 
mak and the other glories of the past, and tea is 
pot only an appropriate social function but a wel- 
come stimulant after a tiring day in the broiling 
sun. 

The Winter Palace is the rendezvous for all the 
foreign colony of Luxor at this hour. On its spa- 
cious terrace, which flanks the Nile for the entire 
length of the hotel, or in its beautiful gardens, are 
to be found the most fameus travelers, the greatest 
Egyptelogists and ar¢heologists and world celebri- 
ties who have come to Luxor to pay homage to King 
Tut. During the day the Winter Palace and the 
Other hotels are practicaNy deserted. Everyone is 
climbing over ruins, visiting tombs or interesting 
themselves with some form of sightseeing or ad-

venture. But when the sun begins to set beyond 
the Libyan Hills, the terrace garden-——and bar-—~ 
take on an air of activity and gaiety. And the vis- 
itor to Upper Egypt sees Luxor at its best. 7 

During the short winter season—it is now only 
three months—there is nearly always a Nile steam- 
er, loaded with tourists, at the river bank. Their 
white clad passengers swell the animated throng in 
and about the hotel—completing a picture which 
for color and exotic high lights is not surpassed 
anywhere. White-robed native waiters move about 
the terrace with trays of tea and the most marvel- 
ous pastries. From the lobby may be heard the 
strains of dance music, for the dansant is part of 
the round of pleasure on the banks of the Sweet 
Nile. 

But even more agreeable than the strains of 
music which are wafted about by the late after- 
noon breeze—at least to many tourists—is the 
metallic rattle of the cocktail shakers in the Winter 
Palace bar. At the Luxor Hotel the Tutankhamen 
cocktail is the drink of the hour. In fact, a big 
sign in spacious barrooms states that it is approved 
by the Archbishop of America! But at the Winter 
Palace “‘double dry Martinis” are de rigeur. And 
they are made by a black barkeeper, who handles 
a wicked shaker. 

In such delectable surroundings—the bar and 
the terrace of the Winter Palace are the two finest 
spots in Egypt in the opinion of many travelers— 
the events of the day are recounted as the sun 


sinks behind the yellow Libyan Hills and its golde 
glow is replaced by a silver, shimmering dusk. An 
it is here that you get the “low down” on the tom 
of King Tutankhamen and hear its bunk dispell: 

For 99 out of every hundred tourists who vi 
Luxor, the tomb of Tutankhamen is merely 1 
excuse and not the reason for their trip. An

deadly curse of the tomb on its despoilers, its hid 
den store of jewels and treasure, the latest dedu: 
tions of Howard Carter and his archeologist co 
laborators. The amount of misinformation spread 
around about the tomb is colossal. Prof. Jam: 
Breastead, the famous American Egyptologist « 
Chicago; A. C. More and Prof. Percy Newberr: 
who is one of the greatest authorities on the Vall: 
of the Tombs of the Kings, are surrounded by que 
tioning friends who are intent upon hearing th: 
significance of the latest discoveries. When Howard 
Carter appears upon the scene, as he often doe 
for he has a villa on the opposite bank of the Nil:

is no question that he is the hero of the hour—a 
far as the tourists are concerned.

one of its chambers were filled to overflowing. 

“I've got one of King Tut’s rings,” said a stoi! 
lady tourist from Pelham Manor to me, proudly e» 
hibiting a badly made imitation gold ring, set wilt 
a pale-blue scarab. 

“How much did you pay for it?’’ I asked, for | 
wanted to be polite, especially as I was most com 
fortably seated on the terrace overlooking the Nil.

THE DISCOVERY THAT ANIMALS CAN BE TRAINED. 


This scientist’s list begins with the domestication of the dog and ends with the 
conquering of the disease germ — In between are such apparently simple 
achievements as the invention of the knife and the wheel, the smelting of 
copper ore, the idea of business credit, and other milestones past which

“The first knives,’”’ says Dr. Free, “were merely 
bits of sharp stone. Some prehistoric genius—pos- 
sibly an ape-man genius, before man was really hu- 
man at all—discovered that such sharp stones would 
cut. From this-grew the finely finished stone knives 
of prehistoric times; the arrows and spears and 
stone axes; later on, the edged tools of copper and 
bronze.”’ 


Prior to this discovery, man was a roving crea- 
ture. He had to find his food wherever it grew 
naturally. When he had consumed all the visible 
supply near at hand, he must move on to some 
further supply. Constant moving about was not 
conducive to organization of government, nor did 
it encourage the development of family life, which 
necessarily was a forerunner of civic organization. 
But when man discovered that he could take the 
seeds of edible plants, pick up a stick or a stone 
and loosen the soil, bury the seeds and then sit 
down and wait a few weeks or a few months for a 
more or less abundant reproduction of the vegetables

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From this developed private ownership of prop- 


erty, laws to protect property, both real and per- 
sonal; governments to create and execute the laws. 
In short, nationS as well as wheat, corn and rye 
grew out of the ground, sprang up from the seeds 
planted shallowly in the soil. Rude huts supplant- 
ed the brush arbors or the primitive cave dwellings 
of the nomads. Villages developed, mankind grad- 
ually becoming gregarious.

In time the villages grew into cities. the huts were 
exchanged for handsomer and more commodious 
houses, but not until man made Dr. Free’s discovery 
No. 3: that of the principle of the knife.

superior to stone for cutting purposes. ‘“‘Copper was 
the first metal that man made for himself. He al- 
ready had gold and silver, but they were found 
loose, as metals. Copper was made by melting up 
rocks in the fire.” 

Just here one might interrupt the free flow of 
the Free list by suggesting that the discovery of the 
use of fire might fairly well be put near the top of 
the favored 10, though we shall not halt the proces- 
sion to argue for this point.

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The Real Tragedy of Eleanora Duse’s Life

The poet wrote the novel, “Il Fuoco” 
(“The Flame of Life’), out of the 
events of his own immediate experience. 
His affair with Duse made brilliant 


'emotiona! and esthetic stuff for writing, 


and he wove it into a fabric of a strange 
and baffiing magnificence. He did not 
show the manuscript of the work to 
Duse until he had completed it. She 
saw herself portrayed to the very soul. 
The literary flash and abandon must 
have enchanted her, but in the portrayal 
of herself and her love with D’Annunzio 


were elements that struck her with an- 


vuish. D’Annunzio had ruthlessly em- 
bodied in his tale intimate confessions 
of her past life that Duse had made to 
him, details of her earlier days that she 
had concealed for years with silence and 
had hoped, with her neurotic sensitive- 
ness and shrinking, were lost from other 
And then he had dissected 
their mutual love with the coldest of 
scalpels. laying open to the light the 
secrets of the mature actress and the 
younger man, the moods and demeanors 
of the woman of 41 and the poet of 37. 

“Will you publish this?” she asked. 

“Yes.” 

“Why will you do such a thing?” 

“I need the money.” 

“How much can you get for this 
manuscript and how much de you 
need?”’ 

“Ten thousand lire.” 

She got 10,000 lire for him and kept 
the manuscript. 

D’Annunzio spent the money, and 
then again upon him came the crazy 
need for cash. He had kept a copy of 
the manuscript he had given to Duse. 
This copy he took to a publisher and 
sold it. 

The book was published and made a 
great sensation. Knowing readers read- 
understood that it portrayed D’An- 
The celebrated Pari- 
Prevost, wrote a 


and called him aecad. The Italian re- 
plied with a telegram of insults. Later 
he denied that the woman in the book 
was Duse, and then admitted the iden- 
tity and wrote a remorseful apology. 
A certain understanding of the value of 
publicity is to be observed here. D’An- 
nunzio is a good press agent for him- 
self. 

And Duse? The publication of the 
book maddened her. She vowed she 
would kill D’Annunzio. 

Soon she was with him again, and 
now with a greater submission and ab 
jection than ever. Her love now was in- 
creased to a craze, to an immense and 
unbreakable tenderness. The tragic coil 
had grasped her relentlessly. A pit of 
doom was before her. 

Alice Nielsen, the famous American 
prima donna, who played in the same

theater with Duse at this time and who 
lived for a while at the villa where 
D’Annunzio and Duse lived, tells of the 
aeepest and darkest injury that the poet 
inflicted upon the actress. 

“It was that he made her feel old,” 
the singer tells. ‘“‘With a ceaseless in- 
ference in his speech and attitude he 
forced a palsying sense of age upon her 
when she was really in the very flower 
of her genius and beauty. To me she 
seemed the more youthful and joyous of 
the two. 

“TI remember one evening at her villa 
in Florence. D’Annunzio was sitting in 
a big. thronelike chair (he always af- 
fected the pontifical) at the head of 
the table. Duse was at his right; myself 
at his left. He was holding forth about 
women, and expressed the opinion that 
all women after 40 should be chloro- 
formed, as by then they had lost all at- 
traction for men and therefore were, 
according to his warped viewpoint, use- 
less. He also said that no girl should 
remain a virgin after she was 16. With 
my American background and training, 
I could not restrain myself from laugh- 
ing aloud at this preposterous idea. 
Mme. Duse turned a reproachful face 
toward me and said: 

“*You must not laugh when the great 


maestro gives his opinion.’ 

“The man seemed to glory in hurting 
women. The last time I saw D’Annun- 
zio and Duse together was at my house 
in D’Anzio, where I was giving a musi- 
cale. A young and very beautiful Rus- 
sian matron was there. D’Annunzio im- 
mediately turned his attention upon her. 
He flirted with her, spoke his usual 
flowery gallantries. Duse sat in a cor- 
ner on a hassock (she always loved to 
sit near the floor, on a footstool, a 
cushion or a low chair). She was watch- 
ing D’Annunzio’s every move with sad 
but unreproachful eyes, with a Madon- 
nalike expression on her face.” 

Duse was willing to endure everything 
save parting, but it was parting that 
she had to endure. D’Annunzio left 
Duse, and never returned. Grief broke 
the woman. She felt that no blessing 
could come to her again. Abruptly she 
quit the stage and retired to a non- 
like seclusion. She became as one dead, 
a wraith. 


Duse brooded in her sflence for 20) 
years. Then, in the shadow of her life | 
ehe came forth with a new courage and | 
returned to the stage. She had prodig-| 
fous success. Money and acclamation 
were showered upon her. Her*4meri- 
can tour attracted great andiences of 
her old-time admirers and of the youn g- 
er element that knew of her fame as an 
actress and had read of her infatnation 
for D’Annunzio, of his philanderings. 

And now Duse ts dead. D’Annunzio is 
reveling in new honors.

AN EXPERIMENT YOU CAN DO. 
AKE an ordinary paper bag and fill 
it about half full with water, being 

careful, of course, that the bag is small 
enough, so that the mere weight of the 
water in it does not burst the paper- 
Then heat the bottom of this water- 
filled bag over a gas flame (like a stove 
burner) or over a bed of coals in a coal 
or wood fire. You will be surprised, if 
you have never done this experiment be- 
fore, to find that you can heat the water 
until it boils, without burning the paper 
bag at all. 

The science of this is quite simple. 
So long as paper is wet it wil) not catch 
fire. The water im the bag keeps the 
paper wet. If the surface layer of the 
paper on the bottom of the bag dries 
off more water instantly soaks through 
from the inside and wets it again. 

Gradually the water in the bag gets 
hot enough to boil, but the paper has 
never once been dry enough to catch 
fire. 

But if you heat the bottom of the bag 
too fast, so that you dry the water out 
of it faster than more water can soak 
through, or if you let the heat of the 
fire touch the upper part of the bag. 
where it is dry, the paper will instantly 
burst into a blaze.
